have done ; but I think alfo, thac_ 
thofe Phyficians are ftill more Bar- 
barous, who being pofleft of thofe

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Curap- crec to themfelves, fuffer cheir fel- 
low Creatures to be, as they call 
it, fo inhumanly dealt with: To 
pretend that it would be a Sin, .

- tothe Vulgar, is a trifling if not an 
Impious plea.. One of the greateft 
Enemies of this Operation was Dre
